Youth unemployment, then, is 
rooted in a number of causes.

Explanations are as varied as 
the faces of the teen-agers. They 
come from small families that set 
little store on education—where 
the parents themselves are bare­ 
ly able to read. Or they come 
from large, low-income families 
who want them to go to work as

But this na tion is dedica ted to the defense of tha t idea , a nd 
the ha rsh lessons of two World Wa rs ha v e ta ught us tha t it is 
not something tha t ca n exist in serene isola tion within our own 
borders. It ca n only be secured bv inv olv ement In the world a t 
la rge. 


We ca n dra w no clea r line between strictly na liona l interest 
a nd defense of a n idea tha t embra ces a ll peoples, between tha t 
which serv es the world community. 
We a re enga ged in a wa r with a foe who a lso ta kes strength 
from his own na tiona l pride a nd his own idea s of a univ ersa l 
order. But we believ e they a re idea s which could plunge the 
world into a new Pa rk Age of oppression of the mind a nd soul. 
Tha t Is w hy th e stru ggle is so u n a v oid a b le, so grin d in g, so 
S tupendous in its im p lica tion s. 
And tha t is why there Is no holida y in Vie! Na m toda v .

Children Learn 
To Dislike 
Nations First 


CAMBRIDGE, England (AP) 
— Two psy chologists said today 
the 
first 
thing most children 
learn about the people of other 
nations is to dislike them. 
This declaration was made by 
Gustav .lohada and Henri Tajfel 
at the 127th annual meeting of 
the British Association for the 
Adv ancement of Science. 


J ohada, a professor of psy ­ 
chology 
at the 
Univ ersity 
of 
Strathcly de 
in 
Glasgow, 
and 
Tajfel, a s o c i a l psy chology 
teacher at Ox ford, based their 
conclusions on a surv ey of chil­ 
dren 6 to 8 y ears old in Austria, 
Belgium, Greece, Holland 
and 
the United Kingdom. 
J ohada and Tajfel found that 
in general the children said they 
liked America and France bet­ 
ter than they did Germany and 
the Sov iet Union—ev en though 
many couldn't locate the four 
countries on a globe. 
“ Emotional 
attitudes 
toward 
v arious foreign countries are, as 
it were, built into children be­ 
fore they hav e assimilated ev en 
the 
most 
elementary 
factual 
information about them ,” the 
two researchers said. 
“ On the whole, y ounger chil­ 
dren were inclined to v iew the 
relations between countries as 
hostile, and we are able to re­ 
late this to the fa ct that they 
more 
often hear about other 
countries 
in

w a rs.”
